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Booster Radio Auction has another 
successful run with $8,500 result 





Surrounded with a still struggling economy 
in and around Albany and Clinton County, last 
week’s Clinton County High School Basketball 
Booster Club / WANY Radio Auction was a little 
off the mark from the record setting effort of last 
year. 

Still, organizers were well pleased when 
the final tally came in earlier this week from 
Friday’s fundraiser, producing roughly $8,500 
from the benefit radio auction. 

A joint effort between local businesses, 


individuals and professionals on the commerce 
side, combined with the organizational and 
production efforts from coaches, players, 
parents, fans and volunteers collecting donations 
and staging the five-hour long program itself, 
Friday night’s result will once again provide an 
extra “boost” for the Lady Bulldog and Bulldog 
basketball program. 

The funds raised Friday night are used totally 
to benefit the local high school basketball 
program which must compete against schools 
from much larger communities 
with much larger economic 
support bases. 

“Last year’s auction netted 
us a record amount that we had 
not really been close to since 
the event first began some 30 
years ago,” long-time co-host 
A1 Gibson noted this week 
after learning of the net take 
for this year’s auction. “While 
you would always like to do 
better each year than the past 
year, I don’t think anyone was 
really disappointed with this 
year’s result.” 

Last year’s radio auction 
was the all-time record setting 
year with several factors 
coming together to produce the 
event’s largest ever result as 
far as the amount of funds that 
were raised - roughly $11,600. 

Gibson said he thought the 
still struggling economy was 
a big reason for the smaller 
bottom line auction result 
this time around, noting that 
not only were items that were 
donated to the program fewer 
and smaller, but the bidding 
process was much slower than 
in past years. 

Still he and other organizers 
expressed their gratitude in the 
local business and professional 
community coming together 
with the Booster Club 
members to make the program 
another huge success for this 
sector of our county’s youth. 

“When it’s all said and done, 
and you’re packing everything 
away and you realize that 
you’ve done something 
good again to benefit our 
community’s number one 
resource - the youth - then you 
know the effort was totally 
worth it,” Gibson said. 

Both the Bulldogs and 
Lady Bulldog varsity program 
are competing this week in 
the 16th District Tournament 
in Burkesville. The boys’ 
varskity won it’s opening 
round game Monday night 
against Metcalfe County to 
advance to the championship 
game Thursday. The Lady 
Dawgs played in opening 
round action Tuesday night, 
too late for coverage this week.

Twin Lakes Wellness 
Center working to get 
through financial difficulties 


The Twin Lakes Family Wellness Center has 
been in operation for almost two years and has re¬ 
cently incurred some unexpected debt that is caus¬ 
ing concern. However, long-time proponent of the 
fitness facility, Pastor Bobby Grant, says the finan¬ 
cial woes are temporary and several steps are being 
taken to pay off the debt and fix the problems in 
the long term. 

The problems that have built up over the past 
few months prompted a member meeting earlier 
this month and several members and concerned 
residents attended, according to Grant, who told 
the Clinton County News this past weekend that 
the crux of the problems was a boiler they have 
had problems with since the beginning. Those 


problems have apparently put the Wellness Center 
around $60,000 in debt for fuel costs. 

The situation has also led to the temporary clos¬ 
ing of the swimming pool, which is currently un¬ 
dergoing some other work while the fuel problems 
associated with operating it are being resolved. 

A mechanical engineer is currently assessing the 
boiler situation, which Grant said was operating 
at about 90 percent efficiency when first installed 
but was now operating at about 47 percent, mean¬ 
ing about half the gas used “going up unbumed.” 
“We’re working at getting it (the current boiler) 
replaced,” he said. He added that officials, includ-

Intervention program at 
CCHS one of three model 
programs in Kentucky 


Principal Sheldon Harlan recently received an 
email from the Kentucky Department of Education 
stating Clinton County High School would be 
recognized as a Model KSI/RtI service site due to 
the reading, writing and math intervention plans 
implemented four years ago. 

The email from Judy Halasek, from the 
Department of Education, said “We were very 
impressed with your commitment to the students 
at CCHS and the hard work you do to meet each 
child’s individual needs.” 

Each year, students take tests to determine their 
progress throughout the course of their high school 
career. 

Last year Clinton County’s score was 60.9, 
which places the school above 79 percent of all 


other high schools in the state. 

Clinton County was close to average throughout 
the state on other areas, but in three categories 
Clinton County was well above average, which 
pushed the score up. 

With the college and career readiness program, 
Harlan told the NEWS Clinton County jumped 
38.8 percent from the previous year, putting 
CCHS students in the top 10 schools with the most 
improved score. 

Harlan said the improvements they have made 
directly stems from an intervention program they 
have started within the school. 

This program puts those students together who

USDA reminds producers of 
March sales closing dates for 
noninsurable crops 


NAP provides financial as¬ 
sistance to producers of nonin¬ 
surable crops when low yields, 
loss of inventory or prevented 
planting occur due to normal di¬ 
sasters. 

The final dates to apply for 
coverage under NAP for 2013 for 
the following crops are: 

March 1- Alfalfa, Clover, 
Grass, Millet, Mixfg, TEFF 

March 15 - Beans, Beets, 
Broccoli, Cabbage, Cantaloupe, 
Carrots, Cauliflower, Com, 
Corn-Hybrid Seed, Cucumbers, 
Eggplant, Gourds, greens, Herbs, 
Lettuce, Onions, Peas, Peppers, 
Popcorn, Potatoes, Pumpkins, 
Radish, Sorghum, Sorghum- 
Grain, Soybeans, Squash, Straw¬ 
berries, Sunflowers, Sweet 
Potatoes, Tobacco-Burley, To¬ 
bacco-Dark Air, Tobacco-Fire 
Cured, Tomatoes, Turnips, Wa¬ 
termelons. 

In order to meet eligibility re¬ 
quirements for NAP, crops must 
be noninsurable, commercially- 
produced agricultural commod¬ 
ity crops for which the cata¬ 


strophic risk protection level of 
crop insurance is not available. 
If the Risk Management Agency 
(RMA) offers coverage for a crop 
in the county, then NAP coverage 
is not available for that crop. 

In the event of a natural di¬ 
saster, NAP covers the amount 
of loss greater than 50 percent of 
the expected production based on 
the approved yield and reported 
acreage. 

Eligible producers can apply 
for coverage using form CCC- 
471, Application for Coverage. 
Producers must file the applica¬ 
tion and service fee by the March 
deadline. The service fee is the 
lesser of $250 per crop or $750 
per producer per administrative 
county, not to exceed a total of 
$1,875 for a producer with farm¬ 
ing interests in multiple counties. 
Limited resource producers may 
request a waiver of service fees.

Legislative Update

Senate bills address state debt, 
judicial fairness, economic 
development, school safety

There was no lack of activity this week in Frankfort, as the Regu¬ 
lar Session rapidly moves forward. The Senate continued to take 
early action on many important bills, including measures that ad¬ 
dress the state’s debt, judiciary matters, economic development, and 
school safety. All of these bills now go to the House for consider¬ 
ation. 

In an effort to put a ceiling on the state’s rapidly growing debt, 
the Senate unanimously passed Senate Bill 10, a measure that would 
limit the state’s debt to 6 percent of General Fund revenues. This 
limit would put us at the level generally accepted by national bond 
rating agencies which should improve the state’s recently downgrad¬ 
ed bond rating. The measure excludes debt for universities, the Ken¬ 
tucky Housing Authority, and other agencies not using the General 
Fund, as well as the Road Fund. 

The Senate also unanimously passed Senate Bill 23, legislation 
that would allow a person tried and convicted of a violent crime to 
petition the court to consider DNA evidence in seeking an acquittal. 
This piece of legislation will enhance the fairness of our justice sys¬ 
tem by taking advantage of modem technology to avoid imprison¬ 
ment of individuals who may be exonerated by DNA evidence. 

You may also have heard about the passage of Senate Bill 50, leg¬ 
islation that would establish a framework for industrial hemp farm¬ 
ing if the crop is legalized by the federal government. This bill is 
strongly supported by Kentucky Agriculture Commissioner James 
Comer and endorsed by both of Kentucky’s United States Senators. 

Senate Bill 50 passed the Senate this week by a vote of 31-6. 
Some are concerned that law enforcement and other dmg task force 
agencies may have an extra burden with monitoring legal hemp 
growth, in addition to their work eradicating illegal marijuana activ¬ 
ity. However, the measure would create a system of annual licens¬ 
ing by the Agriculture Department, background checks, and would 
allow inspection of hemp fields by both the Agriculture Department 
and law enforcement officials. Since Kentucky’s climate is ideal for 
growing industrial hemp, supporters of the measure believe it is im¬ 
portant for Kentucky to be in a position to benefit from the potential 
jobs created both in agriculture and in the manufacturing of goods 
made from industrial hemp, such as paper, clothing, rope, and even 
certain automobile parts. 

As we continue to look for ways to boost job growth in the state, 
the Senate passed legislation that would make it easier for physi¬ 
cian’s assistants to work in Kentucky, rather than leaving for neigh¬ 
boring states like Tennessee. The measure would change our creden- 
tialing standards to more closely match those of surrounding states. 

Lastly, the Senate unanimously passed Senate Bill 8, which would 
require schools to establish a comprehensive emergency plan to bet¬ 
ter protect children throughout the Commonwealth. Based on rec¬ 
ommendations from the Kentucky Center on School Safety, the bill 
would require adoption of a school safety plan, safety drills during 
the first month of school, and for school diagrams to be shared with 
local first-responders. These are common sense and low-cost mea¬ 
sures that will better prepare us to hopefully avoid the sort of tragedy 
that occurred just a few months ago in Newtown, Connecticut.

Reducing your energy costs

Energy costs are monthly expenses that fluctuate throughout 
the year, since much of our heating and cooling usage depends on 
Mother Nature. However, you can make your home more energy 
efficient and reduce some of your energy expenses by locating and 
switching off sources of phantom energy in your home. 

Phantom energy usage occurs when a device is not performing 
its primary task but is still using electricity. Phantom energy users 
include many products that have a standby mode, such as microwaves, 
coffee makers and similar products that constantly display the time. 
Devices with remote controls, external power supplies and battery 
chargers are other examples of phantom energy culprits. These 
include televisions, cell phone chargers and cordless phones. These 
devices use electricity 24 hours a day when plugged into an outlet. 

The easiest way to reduce phantom energy usage is to unplug 
these products when they are not in use. Sometimes this is easier 
said than done, especially if you regularly use the product. If you 
find yourself in that situation, you may want to consider purchasing 
a smart power strip to manage a group of electronics or a conserve 
power switch for small appliances. 

Smart power strips are equipped with control outlets, switched 
outlets and constant outlets. The control outlets manage much of the 
power coming into the strip. When you plug a device into a control 
outlet and it goes into sleep mode, the strip will cut off the power to 
it and other devices placed on the switched outlets. The constant, or 
hot, outlet continuously provides power only to the product plugged 
into it. This is beneficial if you have devices like a fax machine or 
digital video recorder (DVR) that need to stay on regardless. Smart 
power strips are available at office supply stores and supercenters. 

Conserve power switches are handy if you find it cumbersome 
to unplug all your small appliances or electronics after each use. 
These have an on/off switch that you can flip to control the power 
to a device, so you’re not constantly plugging and unplugging your 
appliances or electronics. These switches are available online. 

Reducing phantom energy use is one way to become more energy 
efficient. If you’re interested in learning about other ways to manage 
your home energy use, the University of Kentucky Cooperative 
Extension Service has a program to teach you how to use an online 
home energy self-assessment tool. This tool can help you understand 
how your home uses energy. For more information on this program 
or phantom energy, visit the Clinton County Cooperative Extension 
Service.

Three die on Kentucky roadways last week 


Preliminary statistics* indi¬ 
cate that three people died in 
three separate crashes on Ken¬ 
tucky’s roadways from Monday, 
Feb. 11 through Sunday, Feb. 17, 
2013. 

One single-fatality, mo¬ 
tor vehicle crash occurred in 
each of the following counties: 
Floyd, Hopkins and Jefferson. 
The victims in Floyd and Jeffer¬ 
son counties were not wearing 
seat belts. The crash in Hopkins 
County involved the suspected 
use of alcohol. 

Through Feb. 17, preliminary 
statistics* indicate that 57 people 
have lost their lives on Kentucky 
roadways during 2013. This is 32 
less than reported for this time 
period in 2012. Of the 48 mo¬ 
tor vehicle fatalities, 27 victims 
were not wearing seat belts. One 
of the two motorcycle fatalities 
was not wearing a helmet. Six 


pedestrians have been killed. 
One fatality involving an animal 
drawn vehicle has been reported. 
A total of 12 fatalities have re¬ 
sulted from crashes involving the 
suspected use of alcohol. 

As of Feb. 17, Kentucky has 
had 16 days with zero highway 
fatalities reported during 2013. 

Citizens can contribute to 
highway safety by reporting er¬ 
ratic drivers to the Kentucky 
State Police toll-free at 1-800- 
222-5555. Callers will remain 
anonymous and should give a de¬ 
scription of the vehicle, location, 
direction of travel and license 
number if possible. 

*These statistics are still pre¬ 
liminary as KSP waits for all 
local law enforcement agencies 
throughout the state to report any 
crashes and fatalities that may 
have occurred in their areas.

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ing the Commission of the De¬ 
partment of Local Government 
(DLG) Tony Wilder and Area 
Development District officials 
were well aware of the problems 
and hopes they can help in get¬ 
ting some type of compensation 
for the energy expenses that have 
been lost because of the boiler 
that was installed in the building 
when it was constructed. 

“We got to where we were 
paying $500-$600 every three 
days for heating costs,” Grant 
said. “We can’t maintain oper¬ 
ating expenses on our cash flow 
with that type of bill.” 

Although the Center still 
owes on the gas bill, Grant said 
they were working on getting 
funds to pay for that. He contin¬ 
ued that County Judge/Executive 
Lyle Huff has been working tire¬ 


lessly, including setting up meet¬ 
ings with state officials, and said 
they were making some headway 
in coming up with solutions to 
get the financial issues resolved. 
“Before too long, we hope to get 
back in the black,” he said. 

Grant said Commission Wild¬ 
er had told him that there were 
three or four other fitness facili¬ 
ties constructed in rural areas of 
the state around the same time 
the local facility was built and 
that each faced some type of fi¬ 
nancial difficulties for one reason 
or another. 

Grant continued that the cur¬ 
rent boiler only had a one-year 
warranty and the cost of fuel has 
gone from about $60 per day to 
almost $ 190 per day. 

Currently, the Wellness Cen¬ 
ter, which derives funding from 
memberships, averages between 
700-900 users. 

However, since memberships 
are based on varying degrees- 
-individual, couple and family- 
-there are about 225-230 paid 
memberships, if, for example, 
you figure a one price member¬ 


ship for a family of five who use 
the facility for that one price. 

Membership per month for a 
family of five is $45 and Grant 
estimated that it only costs mem¬ 
bers about 60 cents per day to use 
the facility. 

“We know this is a small, 
poorer county and don’t have a 
lot of resources, so we try and 
keep the (membership) costs 
down to allow everyone access 
who wants it,” Grant said. 

Almost ten percent of every¬ 
one in the county—when usership 
is around the 900 mark—take 
advantage of the programs and 
facilities offered at the Wellness 
Center, which will be open two 
years in March. 

“I have enjoyed being a part 
of it,” Grant continued. 

He would like to see that 
membership increase significant¬ 
ly, noting that one member who 
attended the recent meeting had 
challenged all other members 
to get at least one other person 
to join. This would be a way of 
creating more revenue for the fa¬ 
cility. 


“We have worked hard for a 
year to convince officials that the 
boiler was drowning us,” he said. 
“We want to and will pay our 
bills,” he added. 

Grant said that while a lot of 
people, members and non-mem¬ 
bers alike, were encouraged, he 
said there were always a small 
group of others that are afraid of 
change and progress. 

Many people, however, see 
the Wellness Center as a plus, 
not only for members who use 
the facility for health and fitness 
activities, but as ways to help at¬ 
tract industry and tourism. He 
said that when industry comes to 
a community, they not only look 
at things like the school system, 
hospital, etc., but also things like 
the social aspects a community 
has to offer. He continued that 
the Twin Lakes Wellness Center 
is one of the nicest of its kind in 
Kentucky. 

Although not giving any spe¬ 
cifics as to what is in the works 
to relieve the problems associ¬ 
ated with the boiler issue and fi¬ 
nancial issues themselves, Grant 


said, “If people bear with us and 
support us, we’ll come through 
this okay. It’s one of those glitch¬ 
es and we’re going to take care 
of it...we need government and 
membership support.” 

Grant did confirm they were 
waiting on approval for a smaller 
boiler, which could cut the fuel 
costs in half. “I can’t elaborate 
on any specifics, but there is a lot 
in the works and things are look¬ 
ing positive. We are getting help 
from the judge and state govern¬ 
ment.” 

“Hopefully we’ll get some of 
our cost reimbursed and we’ll 
keep people informed as it goes 
along,” said Grant. “I feel really 
confident that good things will 
begin to happen...this is not re¬ 
ally anyone’s fault, but it will be 
corrected.” 

Grant also noted that several 
people in the community support 
the Wellness Center, even those 
who may not use it themselves. 
He said one person supported it 
with a membership but doesn’t 
use the facility. They support it 
for the sake of others, especially 


young people as a way to give 
them something positive to do. 

He also mentioned the current 
annual fund drive the Wellness 
Center has conducted during the 
month of February. He said peo¬ 
ple didn’t have to be a member 
to donate and donations are tax 
deductible. Anyone wishing to 
contribute can take them to the 
Wellness Center or mail them 
to Twin Lakes Family Wellness 
Center, 325 Bobby Grant Dr., Al¬ 
bany, Ky. 42602. 

Grant said this temporary set¬ 
back for the facility could and 
will be resolved, but added it is 
going to take people pulling to¬ 
gether. 

He concluded by saying a lot 
of people had worked very hard, 
including the Wellness Center 
board who has spent a lot time 
and their own resources over the 
past couple of years. He also said 
he appreciated all the businesses 
and individuals who have and 
continue to support the Wellness 
Center and the programs they of¬ 
fer to the community. 


Eastern tent caterpillar 
outlook for spring 


Experts report that the east¬ 
ern tent caterpillar egg hatch will 
likely begin in mid-March for 
Central Kentucky. 

“The development of the east¬ 
ern tent caterpillar - and insects 
in general - is directly correlated 
with air temperature. This helps 
predict when they will be active,” 
said Lee Townsend, University 
of Kentucky College of Agricul¬ 
ture entomologist. “Temperature 
data from UK’s Ag Weather Cen¬ 
ter so far shows a pattern in Cen¬ 
tral Kentucky that is very similar 
to 2012.” 

According to Townsend, tem¬ 
perature information can help to 
predict when eggs will begin to 
hatch but will give no clue as to 
how many caterpillars will be 
present in a given area. 

“Last year’s experience is 
the best thing to go by,” he said. 
“There has been a gradual but 
relatively steady general increase 
in tent caterpillar numbers, and 
they have become much more 
apparent in some areas over the 
past few years. However, con¬ 
centrations can be spotty, heavy 
in some areas and very light in 
others. The eastern tent cater¬ 
pillar overwinters in ring-like 
masses of 100 to over 400 eggs 
around pencil-sized twigs. A 
relatively small increase in the 
number of egg masses from one 


year to the next can mean a big 
jump in caterpillar numbers.” 

The eastern tent caterpillar is 
active early each spring. It is an 
important insect in horse country 
due to its role in Mare Repro¬ 
ductive Loss Syndrome, which 
resulted in staggering losses of 
foals in the 1999-2001 outbreak. 
MRLS can cause late-term foal 
losses, early- and late-term fetal 
losses and weak foals. Subse¬ 
quent studies by UK research¬ 
ers revealed that horses will in¬ 
advertently eat the caterpillars, 
and the caterpillar hairs embed 
into the lining of the alimentary 
tract. Once that protective barrier 
is breached, normal alimentary 
tract bacteria may gain access 
to and reproduce in sites with 


reduced immunity, such as the 
fetus and placenta. 

According to Townsend, 
horse owners with spring-foaling 
mares should now check their 
fence lines for wild cherry trees 
and in a few weeks for signs of 
tent caterpillar activity. 

“This is a good time to pre¬ 
pare,” Townsend said. “Begin 
by checking pasture fence lines 
to see how abundant wild cherry 
is in them. If practical, plan to 
move pregnant mares from areas 
where these trees are abundant to 
minimize the chance of exposure 
to the caterpillars. The potential 
is greatest when the mature tent 
caterpillars leave trees and wan¬ 
der to find places to pupate and 
transform to the moth stage.”

The competition is open to 
students in grades 9-12 repre¬ 
senting their high schools in 
teams of three to five members. 


Recipes must contain at least five 
local ingredients. Entries will be 
judged by taste, appearance, cre¬ 
ativity, best and most use of local 
ingredients, and ease and afford¬ 
ability of preparation by school 
food service staff. 

District competitions will be 
held in April, and regional com¬ 
petitions are scheduled for May. 
The regional winners will com¬ 
pete during the Kentucky State 
Fair in August in Louisville. 
Prizes will be announced at a 
later date. 

Registration forms, parental 
release forms, entry fees, and 
recipes must be submitted to the 
Kentucky Department of Agri¬ 
culture’s Farm to School Pro¬ 
gram postmarked no later than 
March 11.

The KDA’s Farm to School 
Program connects local farmers 
to school districts to make fresh 
Kentucky Proud foods available 
to Kentucky children. Thirty-one 
Kentucky school districts that 
participate consistently in the 
Farm to School Program spent 
some $280,000 on local foods 
during the 2011-2012 school 
year. Those school districts serve 
approximately 325,000 students. 
A total of 84 school districts are 
members of the Kentucky Proud 
program, which helps Kentucky 
farmers market their products. 
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have similar problems, which 
allows the teachers to focus on 
what they need in order to im¬ 
prove their test scores and bet¬ 
ter prepare them for college and 
their career. 

“It’s very targeted,” Harlan 
said. “We’ve been doing this for 
three or four years.” 

The program was reported to 
KED and it has been so success¬ 
ful within the high school that the 
state department now confirmed 
it wants to use Clinton County as 
a model school for the program 
statewide. 

“They are confident enough 
that they are going to recom¬ 
mend to other schools to come 
and view our program,” Harlan 
said. “Our teachers are working 
hard and that’s just it ... it’s the 
teachers and the kids. It’s not me. 
All I can do as a leader is to tell 
them to do what they can and not 
to give up on the kids and to keep 
working hard.” 

Other high schools in the 
state chosen as a model school 
are Harrison County High and 
LaRue County High.

residents the chance for portraits 
for a $20 donation to the local 
fire and rescue. Those who ac¬ 
cept the offer, regardless if they 
purchase any more photos, will 
receive an 8x10 family portrait 
for their donation. 

Watkins said the fund drive 
raised about $4,000 in 2012 and 
the average amount varies, de¬ 
pending on the participation and 
largely on economic conditions 
as well, but the average raised 
has been around $3,600 annually. 

Albany Fire Chief Robert 
Roeper said the department is in 
desperate need of turnout gear 
and although the cost for com¬ 
plete sets of that equipment in¬ 
cluding self-controlled breathing 
equipment, would cost around 
$ 117,000 for the total 24 firefigh- 
ers the department now has. 

Whatever funds raised from 
the current fund drive will be 
used toward turnout gear for the 
firemen, he said. 

Roeper noted that all active 
members—which is up by two 


firemen from a year ago—had to 
take required training, including 
150 hours of state certified train¬ 
ing over the first two years. 

Some six firemen will be tak¬ 
ing training in Elizabethtown 
soon and since it is hard to get 
training sessions scheduled lo¬ 
cally, firefighters have to travel 
out-of-town, usually to Liberty, 
Kentucky, to receive the training 
necessary to become certified, he 
said. 

Roeper estimated the cost 
for gear and training for each 
firefighter to cost approximately 
$7,200. 

The fire chief also noted that 
the number of runs made by the 
department last year increased 
over 2011. In 2012, the fire/res¬ 
cue responded to some 352 calls, 
which is almost an average of 
one per day. That compares to 
286 runs made the previous year. 

Even persons who may not 
be interested in getting portraits, 
but still would like to help the 
local fire department, can do so 
by making monetary donations 
to the department. Donations 
directed to the Albany Fire and 
Rescue can be taken to Albany 
City Hall at any time.

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A jury was selected a week 
ago Monday, February 11, in 
Wayne Circuit Court in the mur¬ 
der trial of a local mother and her 
boyfriend, who are charged in 
connection with the death of her 
son, Staten Stephenson. 

The 17-month-old died in 
July 2011. 

According to a complaint 
filed in the case, the baby arrived 
at Wayne County Hospital with 
“evidence of blunt force trauma 
and was unresponsive.” 

He was transferred to the 
University of Kentucky Medical 
Center where he died 10 days 
later. 

Kayla Lord and Jared Futrell 
were arrested on July 27, 2011. 

Both were charged with 
murder and first degree criminal 
abuse. They were indicted by a 
local grand jury in September 
2011. 

Jury selection began last 
Monday morning and continued 
throughout the day. 

A jury was seated late in the 
afternoon. The case was set 
to begin at 9 a.m. on Tuesday, 
February 12, according to court 
officials. 

Former Wayne County Clerk 
Melissa Turpin was indicted on a 
charge of second degree forgery 
last week by a Pulaski County 
Grand Jury. 

Turpin, 40, was arrested on 
Thursday, February 7 and lodged 
in Pulaski County Detention 
Center on a $25,000 full cash 
bond, according to information 
released by the Kentucky Attor¬ 
ney General’s Office. 

Turpin was also indicted on 
one count of being a persistent 
felony offender. 

The charges against Turpin 
follow an investigation by the 
Attorney General’s Department 
of Criminal Investigations that 
began in August 2012. 


Turpin, while serving as the 
office manager and title clerk 
from Somerset Auto Auction, is 
accused of forging the signature 
of Pulaski County Clerk Ralph 
Troxtell on a title for a 2006 Toy¬ 
ota Highlander sold on Craig’s 
List to a Maryland resident. 

Turpin is currently on proba¬ 
tion in Wayne Circuit Court, 
where she pled guilty in 2009 to 
charges of theft and abuse of a 
public trust over $10,000. 

The charges stemmed from 
deficits in audits of her office. 
She resigned from office in Oc¬ 
tober 2009. 

Turpin is also on probation in 
Franklin Circuit Court for filing 
false tax returns and failure to 
pay taxes. 

An arraignment date has been 
set for February 21 in Pulaski 
Circuit Court. 

The City of Monticello has 
been awarded a $ 1 million Com¬ 
munity Development Block 
Grant (CDBG) for Phase II of the 
Scattered Site Housing Project. 

Council members learned 
about the grant award during last 
Monday night’s meeting. 

Phase II of the project in¬ 
cludes 13 homes, according to 
Monticello Mayor Jeffrey Ed¬ 
wards. Twelve will be new con¬ 
struction and one will be a rehab 
project. 

The City of Monticello will 
contribute $10,000 to the project. 



A Monroe County man will 
most likely remain behind bars 
until his trial date. Charles Ham¬ 
mer, 81, Tompkinsville, had his 
bond raised from $150,000 to 
$5,000,000 by Monroe County 
Circuit Judge David Williams on 
Wednesday, February 6. Ham¬ 
mer is charged in the murder of 
former Monroe County Sheriff 
and long-time law enforcement 
officer, Herbert “Sprockett” 


Proffitt in August 2012. 

According to testimony 
heard in the bond hearing held 
in William’s courtroom on 
Wednesday, one of Hammer’s 
daughters—Patrice Peterson of 
Morristown, Tennessee—came 
to the Monroe County Circuit 
Clerk’s office on Thursday, 
January 31, with $150,000 in 
cash to pay for her father’s bond 
and obtain his release. However, 
when the clerk’s deputies told 
Peterson they could not accept 
a sum of cash that large, she 
left the office. Commonwealth 
Attorney Jesse Stockton then 
learned of Peterson’s intentions 
and immediately requested a 
bond hearing before Williams, 
which was granted and set for 
February 6. 

Stockton told the Court 
that there was a lengthy list of 
evidence now available, which 
was not previously documented 
when the original bond was set 
by Judge Steve Hurt. (Hurt had 
been filling the bench following 
the illness and subsequent death 
of then-Circuit Judge Eddie C. 
Lovelace.) 

Stockton told the courtroom 
full of observers that several 
threats had been made by Ham¬ 
mer against current and former 
elected officials, including Mon¬ 
roe County Judge-Executive 
Tommy Willett, Tompkinsville 
Police Chief Dale “Frog” Ford, 
Monroe County Constables Dar¬ 
rell Jackson and Frank Massin- 
gille, and former police officer 
Darrell Ford. 

Monroe County Deputy 
Sheriff Dale Martin testified 
that Hammer made the alleged 
threats during a tape-recorded 
interview held at Hammer’s ar¬ 
rest and while waiting for the 
Kentucky State Police detectives 
to arrive at the Tompkinsville 
Police Department where Ham¬ 
mer was being held for question¬ 
ing. 

Martin then told the court that 
Hammer detailed the murder 
of Proffitt and said “he’d have 
also killed Willett if he had the 
time and hadn’t been caught,” 
noting that Hammer told Martin 
that “he (Hammer) was dead 


already.” 

Martin also testified that 
Hammer mentioned Kentucky 
Commissioner of Agriculture 
James R. Comer, District Judge 
Kristi Castillo, Monroe County 
Attorney Wes Stephens, now- 
Circuit Judge David Williams 
and Assistant Commonwealth 
Attorney Clay Hundley in his ac¬ 
cusations of general government 
corruption. 

The gun used in the murder 
of Proffitt, KSP Detective Ricky 
Brooks and Martin both testified, 
has still not been located. Brooks 
stated that Hammer refused to re¬ 
veal the location of the firearm. 

In closing arguments, 
Hammer’s attorney, Greg Berry, 
asked that Hammer’s bond be 
left at $150,000, citing that he 
had been assessed as “low risk 
by the pre-trial officer and, if 
released, would not reside in 
Monroe County while awaiting 
trial. Hammer, he said, would 
reside with his daughter in east 
Tennessee and submit to any 
type monitoring the court felt 
necessary. 

Stockton, who closed by reit¬ 
erating the level of danger exhib¬ 
ited by Hammer, told the court 
that the accused murderer was a 
“very dangerous man.” 

Williams agreed with the 
Commonwealth Attorney, noting 
that Hammer himself had stated 
that “he didn’t” have anything 
to lose and that his general lack 
of remorse proved that Ham¬ 
mer was not only a threat to 
himself, but also to the com¬ 
munity at large, and ordered that 
Hammer’s bond be amended to 
$5,000,000 cash. 



A reverse 911 phone call had 
Livingston residents on the look¬ 
out for a man who had reportedly 
been running through town with 
a small infant tucked under his 
arm Monday morning, Febru¬ 
ary 11. 

According to a report from 
Livingston Police Department, 
the call stemmed from a citizen 
witnessing an adult male driving 
through the Dairy Queen parking 
lot in Livingston with a small 
infant in his lap. When the citi¬ 
zen reported this to an Overton 
County Sheriff’s Department 
deputy who happened to be at 
the Dairy Queen at the time, the 
deputy went outside to look for 
the suspect, but found only the 
vehicle parked and abandoned in 
the Dairy Queen parking lot. 

At that point, the report says 
another citizen reported seeing a 
man with a child run across the 
roadway toward the Sportsman 
Center, then double back through 
the Dairy Queen property across 
another lane of travel, where 
vehicles “had to stop to keep 
from hitting them.” The suspect 
then ran through a field toward 
Daugherty and Miller Streets, 
the report said. 

Officers from LPD, OCSD, 
and Livingston Fire Department, 
Overton County Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice, and workers from the Town 
of Livingston joined in the effort 
to find the suspect at that point, 
the report said. The reverse 911 
call was issued to residents in the 
area, informing them of the situa¬ 
tion and letting citizens know au¬ 
thorities were looking for more 
information on the whereabouts 
of the man and baby. 

LPD’s report said that upon 
further investigation, the suspect 
was determined to be Jonathan 
Gore, a former Livingston 
resident now living in Wilson 
County. Gore reportedly was 
wanted in Wilson, Putnam, and 
Overton counties on a variety 
of charges, though LPD did not 
specify what those charges were. 
In addition, the report said Gore 
was classified as a habitual motor 
vehicle offender, which made it a 
felony for him to operate a motor 
vehicle in the first place. 

LPD said it then received a tip 
from a citizen in the area as a di¬ 
rect result of the reverse 911 call. 
The tipster told police the man 
now identified as Gore and the 
small child had been picked up 
by a burgandy-colored vehicle. 

As the search continued, LPD 
said officers found an area in a 
ditch where it appeared Gore 
had been hiding for a time near 
Daugherty Street. Additionally, 
officers recovered information 


that led them to a residence on 
Chestnut Street in Livingston, 
the report said. That residence 
turned out to be the mother of the 
child, Amanda Dawn Smith, who 
was not home at the time, but re¬ 
turned several hours later. 

The report said that upon 
questioning Smith, she initially 
claimed she had the baby with 
her all day. LPD said she later 
admitted she had let Gore take 
the child, knowing he didn’t 
have a license to drive and that 
he was wanted by authorities. 
She reportedly told LPD she had 
lied to cover up his involvement 
in running from police with her 
own child in tow, in an effort to 
protect herself from losing her 
child. 

Gore would later be appre¬ 
hended in Putnam County by 
Putnam County Sheriff’s De¬ 
partment on existing warrants, 
the report said. He also faces 
charges in Livingston for aggra¬ 
vated child neglect and being a 
habitual motor offender, accord¬ 
ing to the report, which says the 
charges were filed by Officer J.D. 
Masters. 

LPD Chief Greg Etheredge 
said he wanted to commend all 
the agencies and officers in¬ 
volved in the case and especially 
the citizens who reported infor¬ 
mation to police. 



A New Hampshire man was 
arrested Friday night, February 
8, after threatening to burn his 
vehicle and shoot police officers 
if they tried to stop him. 

Shaun M. Cadorette, 27, of 
Mulberry, New Hampshire, was 
driving around on the streets 
of Cookeville about 6 p.m. and 
called 911 from his cell phone 
to tell dispatchers “that he had 
taken several pills and was going 
to kill himself,” says a report by 
Cookeville Police Officer Jason 
Hees. 

“He also stated to 911 that 
he would bum his vehicle and 
would shoot police if they tried 
to stop him.” 

Dispatchers and officers at¬ 
tempted to find the caller by 
pinging the cell phone signal, 
and someone was able to devel¬ 
op a description of the vehicle, a 
black SUV. 

But the caller continued driv¬ 
ing around various streets, mak¬ 
ing it difficult for officers to lo¬ 
cate him. However, he remained 
on the line with 911 dispatchers, 
and finally, someone was able to 
pinpoint the vehicle in the park¬ 
ing lot at the McDonald’s restau¬ 
rant at 515 S. Willow Avenue. 

The vehicle was parked 
behind the restaurant between 
McDonald’s and a bank located 
on W. Jackston St., Officer Hees 
said. 

Officers surrounded the place, 
and Officer Justin Long was on 
the phone talking to the man as 
others began making plans to ap¬ 
proach the vehicle. 

“Once it was confirmed that 
the subject in the black SUV 
parked in the rear of the parking 
lot was the subject who had been 
on the phone with 911 threaten¬ 
ing to kill himself, blow up his 
vehicle, and shoot anyone who 
responded, officers began to 
evacuate people from the area,” 
Officer Hee’s report says. 

“The entrances and exits were 
blocked to prevent anyone from 
entering the area and anyone 
who was present was ordered to 
exit the parking lot. 

“Once the vehicle were 
cleared from the drive-through, 
spike strips were set across the 
south side of the parking lot and 
patrol cars were used to block the 
north side exit.” 

An ambulance was stationed 
nearby, and city firefighters were 
also notified of the situation. 

After a time, Officer Long 
was able to talk the man into ex¬ 


iting the vehicle, Hees said. 

Other officers immediately or¬ 
dered the man to the ground, and 
Officer Hees approached with 
his gun drawn. The man on the 
ground then began yelling for the 
officers to shoot him, and they 
began to try to handcuff him. 

“He resisted by forcing his 
arms under his chest as he was 
lying on his stomach and stated 
he was going to hang himself 
in jail and stated that we should 
have just shot him,” the Hees 
report says. 

As the man continued to resist 
being taken into custody, an offi¬ 
cer tasered him, and then he was 
handcuffed. 

He was taken to Cookeville 
Regional Medical Center under 
guard by officers. 

He was charged with dis¬ 
orderly conduct and resisting 
arrest. 

Five 6th graders at Corner¬ 
stone Middle School were sus¬ 
pended from school two weeks 
ago over alleged involvement in 
a pill selling scheme. 

Four boys and one girl, all 
in the 12-year-old range, were 
accused of trying to sell pills to 
other students in the school, and 
some students did ingest some of 
the pills, according to Putnam 
Schools Assistant Director Jeff 
Comer. 

Comer said initial investiga¬ 
tion shows that “a group of kids 
had brought pills from home” 
to sell at school. He said some 
of the pills were prescription 
medicine and some were over- 
the-counter medications. 

Cornerstone Principal Billy 
Stepp and other school officials 
became aware of the situation 
and conducted an investigation 
that led to the suspension of the 
five students under the Putnam 
School Board’s Zero Toler¬ 
ance Policy for illegal drugs at 
schools. 

Following the suspensions, 
the students and their parents 
had the right to appeal the action 
through the board’s disciplinary 
hearing system, and in fact, some 
hearings for some of the students 
were taking place last week, 
Comer said. 



County Attorney Kevin 
Shearer provided a first reading 
of a proposed occupational tax 
agreement after discussion and 
apparent agreement by the mag¬ 
istrates on the new rate a week 
ago Monday night at the regular 
meeting of Russell County Fiscal 
Court. 

The new tax rate will drop 
from the current one percent to 
three-quarters of one precent, 
while the maximum cap will be 
raised from $800 to $2,500. 

The new tax rate will contain 
a two-year sunset clause which 
will mean the court will have to 
revisit the tax again in 2015. 

Representatives of the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Local 
Government appeared before 
the court to emphasize the need 
and requirement for a balanced 
budget and the difficulties in not 
properly funding governmental 
agencies tasked with providing 
vital services. 

An informal polling of the 
magistrates appears to have una¬ 
nimity in agreement with the first 
reading proposal. 

The one percent occupational 
payroll tax has been in existence 
for two years when it was raised 
from the long-standing quarter of 
a percent after it was determined 
that a budget shortfall would 
leave the county with an unbal¬ 
anced budget. 

An acceptable balanced bud¬ 
get must be approved by the state 
government by July 1. 

The proposed tax ordinance 
will have a second reading in 
March.

In its 16th District Tourna¬ 
ment opening game, the Clinton 
County Bulldogs assured them¬ 
selves of seeing their season 
continue into the championship 
game this Thursday night, after 
picking up a 68-29 victory over 
Metcalfe County. 

Facing the Hornets at host 
Cumberland County in the Mon¬ 
day nightcap contest, Clinton 
County was clearly the superior 
squad in the mismatched contest 
that saw the game eventually be¬ 
ing finished under the running 
clock “mercy rule” that kicks in 
when 35 points separate the two 
competing squads. 

Although it often becomes 
difficult for a team to put up its 
best performance when a serious 
mismatch is at hand, the Bull¬ 
dogs were clearly determined 
to quickly take care of business 
and make sure that the Hornets 
weren’t allowed to pull any upset 
maneuvers in Monday’s opening 
round game. 

Clinton County’s victory over 
Metcalfe on Monday will send 
the Bulldogs into the Champi¬ 
onship game at Cumberland 
County this Friday night, facing 
the winner of Tuesday night’s 
other first round game between 
the Lakers of Russell County and 
the Panthers of host Cumberland 
County High, a contest that was 
played too late for this week’s 
press deadline. 

The Bulldogs will take an 18- 
10 game into Thursday night’s 
Championship game, while Met¬ 
calfe County saw its season come 
to an end with an 1-29 overall 
season record. 

In Monday night’s game, 
Clinton County jumped out to 
command a quick lead over the 
Hornets, leading at the end of ev¬ 
ery stop en route to the eventual 
68-29 victory. 

The Bulldogs jumped out to 
a 14-0 lead before Metcalfe put 
in its first basket with just 1:34 
showing on the first quarter 
clock. 

Clinton County finished the 
first quarter in control of an 18-2

Calipari should too ... take a pay cut 



When did a defending NCAA 
champion not qualify the year 
after? 

Answer? Don’t know, but in 
1967 defending champion Texas 
Western lost in the NCAA’s first 
round, and runner-up (in ‘66) 
Kentucky did not make the field 
at all. 

If once fifth ranked Kentucky 
does not make the 68-team field 
next month, here’s an idea based 
on a precedent set by Teddy Ball- 
game, Baseball Hall of Famer 
Ted Williams. 

In 1959 the Boston Red Sox 
star was paid $125,000. Before 
the next season, his last, in 1960, 
Williams said he had under¬ 
achieved, hit a career low .254, 
and insisted on a $35,000 pay 
cut. Thirty per cent. 

Since defending champion 
Kentucky has underachieved, 
John Calipari ought take a pay 
cut, say 30 per cent contribution 
to the University’s general fund.

went down and he became a mas¬ 
ter fizzle.

DEPT. 

Syracuse ball coach Jim 
Boeheim keeps it real. Doesn’t 
step back from ambitious and 
feisty sports reporters either, 
including ESPN hotshot Andy 
Katz. 

Before one on-air interview 
Boeheim told Katz he would not 
discuss a case involving former 
assistant Bernie Fine. On air, 
Katz, trying to show his journal¬ 
istic toughness tried repeatedly 
to bully Boeheim into discussing 
it anyway.

House Republican Floor Leader Jeff Hoover, R-Jamestown speaks with the press following the Gov¬ 
ernor’s State of the Commonwealth address. Hoover stated he was somewhat disappointed because the 
Governor lacked specifics in his speech on how to deal with tax reform and pension reform. 

“I was somewhat disappointed; I expected the Governor would talk about the main issues affecting 
Kentucky, tax reform, pension reform. But I also expected he would have some recommendations. He 
would have an agenda, he would have some proposals on how to solve those, and we didn’t hear that 
tonight.” 

Hoover represents Clinton County in the Kentucky House of Representatives, as a part of the 74th 
House District which also includes Russell County and a portion of Pulaski County. 

“I think every member of the General Assembly, Republican and Democrat is looking for leadership. 
They’re looking for his ideas, looking for what he wants to get done, to get something out there so we can 
begin that discussion and we didn’t get that tonight,” Hoover said after Beshear’s speech last Wednesday. 
“We just heard ‘Here’s the problems, I look forward to working with you over the next year’ and that 
was it. He talked about the need for more revenue, what’s his proposal to get more revenue? We didn’t 
hear any of that. ” 

“So overall I was disappointed. I like Steve Beshear personally, but I was disappointed we didn’t get 
specific proposals. We didn’t know what his recommendations are to solve the problems, and I think 
most members of the General Assembly, Republicans and Democrats, felt the same way.”

UK College of Agriculture, UK Dining Services 
to offer local meats to students, community

Interest in local foods is gain¬ 
ing popularity across the coun¬ 
try, and Kentuckians seem to be 
demanding it more and more. 
Now a partnership between the 
University of Kentucky College 
of Agriculture Meats Lab and 
UK Dining Services will give the 
UK community and the general 
public more opportunities to eat 
locally produced food. 

“This is a unique collabora¬ 
tion,” said Gregg Rentfrow, meat 
scientist for the College of Ag¬ 
riculture’s Department of Ani¬ 
mal and Food Sciences. “I don’t 
know of any other relationship 
between a university meats lab 
and dining services department 
anywhere.” 

Rentfrow said the idea came 
about a few years ago when he 
began working with UK Dining 
Services chefs Scott Kohn and 
Zlatan Prasovic to find sources 
of local pork and beef. 

“We brought them in under 
our U.S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture inspection program,” Rent¬ 
frow said. “It just made sense, 
and it cut down on a lot of pa¬ 
perwork for them. So we started 


doing that in June of 2012, and 
it’s been a win-win for everyone 
involved.” 

Kohn said UK Dining Ser¬ 
vices has been expanding the 
amount of local foods, includ¬ 
ing beef and pork, for a while 
now. Their guidelines are that 
the animals have to originate in 
Kentucky and be free of antibi¬ 
otics, steroids and hormones, 
known as A.S.H.-free. They pur¬ 
chase meats from local processor 
Marksbury Farm Foods and also 
use meats harvested from UK 
College of Agriculture farms. 

“With the partnership of the 
meats lab, we are able to train 
our staff in primal cuts, and it 
saves us money in the long run,” 
Kohn said. “We’ve had a lot of 
test products, and now that we 
are teamed up with the meats lab, 
they can move from test products 
to reality... for example instead 
of buying genoa salami, we’ll 
be making our own UK genoa 
salami.” 

Rentfrow is working with the 
chefs and with meats lab man¬ 
ager Ryan Chaplin to open a 
butcher shop, where people from 
UK and the surrounding commu¬ 


nities can come and buy quality 
local meats. 

The shop will offer a variety 
of products including dry-aged 
ground beef, dry-cured bacon, 
breakfast sausage, ground cho- 
rizo and chorizo snack sticks. 
Kohn and Prasovic have also 
created some unique items in¬ 
cluding a cheese bratwurst they 
call Wildcat Tail, a bourbon ap¬ 
ple bratwurst made with locally 
produced apples and Kentucky 
bourbon, dry-cured bacon and an 
array of spices that are not found 
at big box stores. 

“Ryan and I focus on the sci¬ 
ence, and the chefs focus on the 
art,” Rentfrow said. “It’s a win- 
win for everyone.” 

Rentfrow said that UK stu¬ 
dents are the ultimate beneficia¬ 
ries of the partnership. 

“It gives us a unique oppor¬ 
tunity with our students to show 
them what happens beyond the 
farm gate and also for dining ser¬ 
vices students to see what hap¬ 
pens beyond the grocery store,” 
he said. “It’s a full-circle educa¬ 
tion.” 

Prasovic said there is value in 
every step of the process. 

“We plan to teach students 
how to do everything from 
carcass breakdown to curing 
meats,” he said. “I use a very old- 
world way to cure meats that is 
more natural. It’s a dying art, and 
I want to make sure it’s preserved 
and that students see how it adds 
value to products.” 

Rentfrow said the butcher 
shop is a way to add value to the 
animals harvested from UK Col¬ 
lege of Agriculture farms. The 
profits will go into funding live¬ 
stock, dairy and meats judging 
teams and toward facility main¬ 
tenance and repairs. 

The butcher shop will be open 
in the basement of the Garrigus 
Building each Wednesday and 
Friday from 1 to 5 p.m..

Senate panel unanimously passes hemp bill 


Before a packed house filled 
with hemp supporters, the Ken¬ 
tucky Senate Agriculture Com¬ 
mittee unanimously passed Sen¬ 
ate Bill 50, Sen. Paul Hornback’s 
legislation that provides an ad¬ 
ministrative framework if and 
when the federal government 
legalizes industrial hemp. 

Republican Majority Leader 
Damon Thayer made the motion 
for passage as U.S. Sen. Rand 
Paul, U.S. Reps. John Yarmuth 
and Thomas Massie and Ken¬ 
tucky Agriculture Commissioner 
James Comer testified together 
in support of the bill. In a show¬ 
ing of bipartisanship, the motion 
was seconded by Democrat Sen. 
Robin Webb. 

“This is by far the most im¬ 
pressive panel to testify on a 
bill in my 13 years in Frank¬ 
fort,” Commissioner Comer said. 
“We’re honored that Senate Bill 
50 passed by a unanimous vote.” 

“I see no reason why we 
wouldn’t want to be a leader in 
this,” Sen. Paul said. “Why not 
legalize something that could 
produce jobs and probably will?” 

Democrat U.S. Rep. John Yar¬ 
muth vowed to work with Sen. 
Paul toward a federal waiver that 
would allow Kentucky to be a pi¬ 
lot state for hemp production. 

“All of us here are strongly 
committed to making sure Ken¬ 
tucky is not left behind in any 
area,” Rep. Yarmuth said. “This 
is an area I am convinced will 
happen. Industrial hemp will be¬ 
come a major crop and a major 
source of a variety of products 
throughout this country. We need 
to be positioned to take advan¬ 
tage of that.” 

Republican U.S. Rep. Thom¬ 
as Massie is a primary sponsor 
of legislation in the U.S. House 
of Representatives to legalize in¬ 
dustrial hemp. Massie, a farmer 
in northeastern Kentucky, said he 
and other farmers in his area are 
looking for an alternative to to¬ 
bacco since much burley produc¬ 
tion in the area has disappeared. 

“It’s the dream of my wife and 
me to pass our family farm on to 
our children and for them not to 
have to subdivide it or cut all the 
timber,” Rep. Massie said. “But 


for them to do that, there has to 
be a viable economic alterna¬ 
tive.” 

James Woolsey, Director 
of Central Intelligence during 
the Clinton administration, de¬ 
bunked several myths about in¬ 
dustrial hemp. A producer would 
grow hemp and marijuana side 
by side “only if he knows noth¬ 
ing about botany,” Woolsey said. 

“There are 35 industrial west¬ 
ern countries that permit the 
growing of hemp,” said Woolsey, 
a member of the North American 
Industrial Hemp Council. “We 


cannot find one that has had a 
problem in distinguishing indus¬ 
trial hemp from marijuana.” 

The federal delegation praised 
the leadership of Commissioner 
Comer, who has championed this 
cause from the beginning of his 
administration. 

“Frankfort insiders said it 
couldn’t be done,” Comer stated. 
“But we never gave up, and we 
are now one step closer to putting 
Kentucky in the lead for jobs.” 

Sen. Hornback has vowed to 
push for quick passage of SB 50 
on the Senate Floor.

Zimmermann Note presented to US Ambassador 

February 24, 1917 

During World War I, British authorities give Walter H. Page, the U.S. Ambassador to Britain, a copy 
of the “Zimmermann Note,” a coded message from Arthur Zimmermann, the German foreign secretary, 
to County Johann von Bernstorff, the German Ambassador to Mexico. In the telegram, intercepted and 
deciphered by British Intelligence in late January, Zimmermann stated that in the event of war with 
the United States, Mexico should be asked to enter the conflict as a German ally. In return, Germany 
promised to restore to Mexico the lost territories of Texas, New Mexico, and Arizona. 

After receiving the telegram, Page promptly sent a copy to U.S. President Woodrow Wilson, who 
in early March allowed the U.S. State Department to publish the note. The press initially treated the 
telegram as a hoax, but Arthur Zimmermann himself confirmed its authenticity. The Zimmermann Note 
helped turn U.S. public opinion, already severely strained by repeated German attacks on U.S. ships, 
firmly against Germany. On April 2, President Wilson, who had initially sought a peaceful resolution to 
end World War I, urged the immediate U.S. entrance into the war. Four days later, Congress formally 
declared war against Germany. 

Federal prisoners begin arriving at Andersonville 

February 27, 1864 

On this day in 1864, the first Union inmates begin arriving at Andersonville prison, which was still 
under construction in southern Georgia. Andersonville became synonymous with death as nearly a 
quarter of its inmates died in captivity. Henry Wirz, who ran Andersonville, was executed after the war 
for the brutality and mistreatment of prisoners under his command. 

The prison, officially called Camp Sumter, became necessary after the prisoner exchange system 
between North and South collapsed in 1863 over disagreements about the handling of black soldiers. 
The stockade at Andersonville was hastily constructed using slave labor, and was located in the Georgia 
woods near a railroad but safely away from the front lines. Enclosing 16 acres of land, the prison was 
supposed to include wooden barracks but the inflated price of lumber delayed construction, and the 
Yankee soldiers imprisoned there lived under open skies, protected only by makeshift shanties called 
“shebangs,” constructed from scraps of wood and blankets. A stream initially provided fresh water, but 
within a few months human waste had contaminated the creek. 

Andersonville was built to hold 10,000 men, but within six months more than three times that number 
were incarcerated there. The creek banks eroded to create a swamp, which occupied a significant portion 
of the compound. Rations were inadequate, and at times half of the population was reported ill. Some 
guards brutalized the inmates and there was violence between factions of prisoners. 

Andersonville was the worst among many terrible Civil War prisons, both Union and Confederate. 

After Union general William T. Sherman’s forces liberated the prison in 1864, Wirz was put on trial by 
a military tribunal for his role at Andersonville. Much of the American public was outraged when they 
learned of the wanton cruelty inflicted upon the Union soldiers there. Some historians say that he was a 
“victim of circumstances” and was unjustly martyred to the Lost Cause. Wirz was offered clemency the 
night before his execution if he would sign a statement that President Jefferson Davis was guilty of war 
crimes. He chose death over dishonor. His poor widow and daughters were left destitute.

James Arthur Staton, Jr., son of Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Staton, route 3, died Friday, February 16, at 
Camp Breckinridge, Ky. The 21 year old soldier had been in service since January 2, 1951. A telegram 
received by his parents stated that his death was caused by meningitis, and that a letter would follow. 
Funeral was held at the home Monday by Rev. Hulse, Rev. Dixon and Rev. Blair. Interment was in the 
Piercey Cemetery under the direction of Sewell Funeral Home. 

Surviving are his parents; one sister, Virginia, Washington, D. C.; two brothers, Dale and Teddy, at 
home. 

John Hardin, 34, died Friday after a short illness. Mr. Hardin lived on route 2 near Shipley. Burial 
was at the government cemetery, Cedar Hill, Sunday, conducted by Rev. Walter Carter of Savage. He is 
survived by his wife, Myrtle; four young sons; his mother, Mrs. Vina Hardin; brother, Less Hardin: and 
three sisters. 

Kentucky Facts and Trivia 

Elizabeth Wolfe Wirz was a native of Trigg County, Kentucky and the wife of the first person to be 
executed for war crimes for his part in the mistreatment of Union prisoners at Andersonville prison in 
Georgia. Another Kentuckian, Champ Ferguson, would later be hanged for war crimes as well. 

Elizabeth was the daughter of Daniel and Elizabeth Rhodes Savelis and was born about 1824. Her father 
Daniel died when she was two, leaving her, her sister, and two brothers. It is not known if her mother, 
Elizabeth ever remarried. It was the older Elizabeth who appears to have been a founding member in 
1845 of the Bethesda Methodist Church which is now located between Princeton and Cadiz, Kentucky. 
The Savelis home was located to the west of that church somewhere between Muddy Fork Creek and 
the Hurricane Church. 

Henry was not Elizabeth’s first husband. Records indicate she married Alfred C. Wolfe in Trigg 
County on March 16,1846. They had two daughters, Susan Jane and Cornelia A. Wolfe. They were only 
married a few years when Alfred died sometime before 1850. Elizabeth married Henry Wirz on May 
27, 1854. Henry was a physician and had a practice in Trigg County during his stay in that area. He was 
an immigrant from Switzerland. The Wirz family moved to Millikens Bend, Louisiana where Henry 
was employed at the Marshall Plantation to tend to the sick and injured servants. After that, Elizabeth 
followed her husband to Andersonville prison and was forced to suffer the same deprivations of food that 
the soldiers suffered at that time with the South running out of supplies, men, money, and time. 

After the war, she tried to save him from death at the hands of the victors to no avail. She was allowed 
little, if any, visitation, during his months of imprisonment. After his execution, she requested his body be 
returned to the family for a Christian burial but was refused. During Wirz’s imprisonment, government 
officials accused Elizabeth of smuggling him poison in order to deny them their vengeance by hanging. 
Actually, she was home in Kentucky during the time she was supposed to have attempted this. 

Elizabeth returned to her home in Kentucky with her daughters, the two girls she had with Alfred 
Wolfe, and one of two daughters she had with Wirz. The Wirz child named Ida probably did not survive 
to be an adult, but the other three girls survived and continued to live in Kentucky the rest of their lives. 

In 1871, with the daughters married raising their own families, Elizabeth sold her father’s farm and 
moved in with her brother, Daniel, in Marshall County, finishing her life as it began... in Kentucky.

Spring into retirement

Facts about farm 


exemption certificates 


Kentucky has a sales tax rate of 6 percent that applies to most 
items purchased within the state boundaries. However, Kentucky 
law KRS 139.480 offers some taxing exemptions to qualified farm¬ 
ers for feed and inputs used in the production of food on the farm. 
To claim the sales tax exemption, farmers must first have knowledge 
of which items are exempt, and secondly be able to complete and 
present the correct exemption certificates at the time of purchase. 
Not all farm input items are eligible for tax exemption therefore it is 
important to understand which expenses qualify and which do not. 

Kentucky basically uses two forms for exemption. The most com¬ 
monly used form is Revenue Form 51A158 (7-08), Farm Exemption 
Certificate. This form is used for all eligible items denoted in KRS 
139.480. Some of the items included is this exemption are: baling 
twine and wire for the baling of hay and straw, livestock or poultry, 
farm chemicals, feed, minerals, feed additives, gasoline and special 
fuels, seed, fertilizer, farm work stock, farm machinery, attachments, 
and their repair and replacement parts. However, automobiles, 
trucks, trailers, and truck-trailer combinations are not exempt under 
the farm machinery category. 

Examples of items which qualify for exemption in addition to the 
more commonly known items of “farm machinery” are: chain saws, 
irrigation systems, farm wagons, mechanical posthole diggers, me¬ 
chanical shop equipment, and grain and hay elevators to name a few. 
A complete list of eligible items is listed on the back of the form. 

The other exemption form used in Kentucky, Revenue Form 
51A159 (7-08), applies when a farmer is purchasing eligible items 
(materials, machinery, and equipment) which will be used in the con¬ 
struction, repair or renovation of on-farm facilities. This certificate 
may be used by the farmer who purchases the items directly from 
the retailer or jointly by the farmer and a contractor who is under 
contract with the farmer and purchases the items to fulfill the terms 
of the construction contract. A key requirement to this exemption 
for eligibility is the facility under construction or repair must be an 
on-farm grain facility or livestock production facility. Materials to 
build a hay storage shed are not tax exempt. 

In Kentucky the seller is always held responsible for the collec¬ 
tion and remittance of sales or use tax. Therefore, you as the farmer 
need to know the exemption laws that apply to your operation. It is 
the buyer’s responsibility to present the proper exemption certificates 
and keep a personal file of these for records. Knowing when your 
farm purchase should be exempt can save several dollars over the 
coarse of the year. 

Copies of the exemption certificates and their guidelines can be 
obtained by visiting the Ky. Dept, of Revenue website, calling the 
Division of Sales and Use Tax at (502) 564-5170, or stopping by the 
Clinton County Extension office. 


Here are a few important 
items about Social Security re¬ 
tirement benefits and how to ap¬ 
ply for them. 

When you work and pay So¬ 
cial Security taxes, you earn 
“credits” toward Social Secu¬ 
rity benefits. If you were bom in 
1929 or later, you need 40 credits 
(10 years of work) to qualify for 
retirement benefits. 

We determine the amount of 
your benefit by both how long 
you work and how much you 
earn. The higher your lifetime 
earnings, the higher your month¬ 
ly benefits. If there were some 
years when you did not work or 
had low earnings, your benefit 
amount may be lower than if you 
had worked steadily or earned 
more. 

Your age at the time you start 
receiving Social Security retire¬ 
ment makes a difference in your 
benefit amount. The full retire¬ 
ment age (the age at which 100 
percent of retirement benefits are 
payable) has been gradually ris¬ 
ing from age 65 to age 67. You 
can take “early retirement” as 
early as age 62, but if you start 
collecting benefits before you 
reach your full retirement age, 
your monthly payment will be 
reduced. You can find out what 
your full retirement age is by re¬ 
ferring to the convenient chart at 
www. socialsecurity. gov/retire 2 / 
retirechart.htm 

Just as you can choose an ear¬ 
ly retirement and get a reduced 
payment, you also can choose to 
keep working beyond your full 
retirement age to take advantage 
of a larger payment. Generally, 
your benefit will increase auto¬ 
matically by eight percent each 
year from the time you reach 
your full retirement age until you 
start receiving your benefits or 


until you reach age 70. 

The decision of when to re¬ 
tire is personal and depends on 
a number of factors. To help you 
weigh the factors, we suggest 
you read our online fact sheet, 
When To Start Receiving Retire¬ 
ment Benefits, available at www. 
socialsecurity. gov/pubs/10147. 
html. 

You may want to consider 
your options by using our Re¬ 
tirement Estimator to get instant, 
personalized estimates of future 
benefits. You can plug in differ¬ 
ent retirement ages and scenarios 
to help you make a more in¬ 
formed retirement decision. Try 
it out at www.socialsecurity.gov/ 
estimator. 

You also can set up an online 
my Social Security account. You 
can use your my Social Secu¬ 
rity account to obtain a copy of 
your Social Security Statement 
to check your earnings record 
and see future estimates of the 
retirement, disability, and survi¬ 
vor benefits you and your family 
may receive. Visit www.socialse¬ 
curity. gov/my account. 

When you decide to retire, the 
easiest and most convenient way 
to do it is right from the comfort 
of your home or office computer. 
Go to www.socialsecurity.gov 
where you can apply for retire¬ 
ment benefits in as little as 15 
minutes. In most cases, there are 
no forms to sign or documents 
to send; once you submit your 
electronic application, that’s it! 
You’re done! 

Be sure to have your bank ac¬ 
count information handy so you 
can receive your payments elec¬ 
tronically. Electronic payment of 
federal benefits is now manda¬ 
tory, with few exceptions.

Dear SKRECC Member: 


In a continuing effort to keep the Members of South Kentucky Rural Electric 
Cooperative Corporation (SKRECC) abreast of activities and developments of 
importance to all, we wish to report on a recent meeting which was held in late 
December, 2012 with staff of the Kentucky Public Service Commission (KPSC). As 
you know, the KPSC regulates the rates, service and other aspects of the business 
functions of all public utilities in Kentucky, including SKRECC. This regulation is 
meant to insure that the customers of such utilities receive adequate service at the 
lowest rates possible; and, also, to insure that the utility providing such service is 
financially sound and well-managed. Because of this regulation, it is essential that 
SKRECC and the KPSC communicate regularly with each other in order to maintain 
a respectful and responsible relationship. 


To formulate and maintain such a relationship requires meetings and periodic 
discussions between SKRECC and KPSC to keep the lines of communication 
open. The December, 2012 meeting previously mentioned was just such a meeting. 
Present at the meeting for SKRECC was Board Chairman, Rick Halloran, Vice 
Chairman, Billy Hurd, Secretary-Treasurer, Lee Coffee, President and CEO Allen 
Anderson, and Special Board Counsel, Mark David Goss, and for the KPSC were 
several members of the senior staff of its four Divisions and its Executive Director. 


SKRECC believed it was extremely important for the KPSC to meet the current 
board of directors and to discuss several issues of importance to SKRECC. 
Among the topics discussed at this meeting were: (1) a discussion surrounding the 
resignations of four SKRECC board members in September, 2012, and introductions 
of the remaining three board members; (2) a discussion of several crucial board 
governance, bylaw and policy reforms which the current board has approved; and, 
(3) the need to quickly, but fairly, fill the current four board vacancies through a free 
and open election to be held in the spring of 2013. Indeed, the parties discussed 
in some depth the election process which will govern the filling of these board 
vacancies, the work which SKRECC’s board and consultants have performed thus 
far to insure a fair and transparent election meant to elect the most highly qualified 
board of directors possible. 


This discussion was a very substantive one and was successful in bringing the 
KPSC up to date on current activities of SKRECC.
